I 
then had two sets printed. have one, about a file drawer, and I gatf > the other to Pene 
sterwald. I suppose if you have any interest, Jim knows whero it is. I am sure I read 
every page at that time and I do not recall anything like what I've heard of the contents 
ofl. the records being disclosed, “bout w)\ich I'd appreciate the Houston Post and any other 
stories you may see. 

If I hear froS^aiiyone else that I an getting copies of these police record. I'll 
let you know. 

A little before you phoned last night, which was about the time you'd be wanting to 
head homo, x got the strange coll about which made a hasty memo tliis morning, lhere is 
nothing about it that makes sense. While I refer to the possibility that Oliver tone may 
be looking to make a little troupe of embarrassment, at this juncture I see no rational 
reason for him to take time for such pettiness. 

In a way wliile I was walking and tliinking about this earlier I was reminded of the 
»»Mr. Hunt" letter that looks like Owwald's writing. I did not believe it was genuine and 
I did nothing about it. Penn °ones got a story on it that provoked interest. Other critics, 
including little-known Howard Hoffman, got idontial letters and xeroxes. Mo Waldron Vdid 
you know him?) got a ^imes Mexico Wity correspondent go to that ridress. I*io told me it 
looked like a dafe house.
